MARINE COURT OF INQUIRY. 
THE STRANDING OF 1HE’ “AFGHAN,” 


A Marine Court of, Inquiry. was held.at the 
arbour Offco, Hongkong, on the 26th ult, to 
investigate the -ciraumstances attending the 
stranding of the steamer Afghan, on tho N.B,
